Pay Issue-'What Is Justified?' 

Or 'How Much Revenue Available?' 


(Third of four articles on the 
Granite City school district- 
teacher disagreement, which 
may delay the opening of 
schools next week.) 

“How much cash do you 
have? Give it to us.” The hypo¬ 
thetical conversation is not that 
of a wrongdoer, but a bargain¬ 
ing lactic used' with consider¬ 
able success in some school 
systems in southwestern Illinois 
in recent years. 

Much of the give-and-take of 
negotiations has centered on 
specific balances and esti¬ 
mates of expected revenue. 
There has been a veering away 
from “What is an employee 
worth?" to "How much is 
available?" 

The real worth of an individ¬ 
ual, of course, is impossible to 
measure or adequately reward 
111 many instances. The tangi¬ 
ble value and inspiration stem¬ 
ming from the lifetime efforts 
of a single educator could be 
priceless. 

Realistic Planning 

But, because sound proce¬ 
dures and planning require all 
school needs to be considered 
and viewed with some degree 
of realism, it would appear that 
school officials could and 
should be able to deal fairly 
while resisting any attempt to 
divert their attention from the 
“What salary Is justified?” as¬ 
pect. 

As brought out in the past 
two articie.s, the working agree¬ 


ment between Granite City pub¬ 
lic schools and Teachers Local 
743 covering salaries, benefits 
and other matters is quite de¬ 
tailed. It is difficult or impossi¬ 
ble to adequately compare it 
with the agreements of other 
school systems in this region. 

Also, some of the other dis¬ 
tricts have not yet reached 
agreement for 1969-70 with their 
faculty members. 

$7n-$777 Range Reported 
Madison county school offi- 
• clals report that the settle¬ 
ments in this county for the 
nine-month school year appear 
to range from $722 to $777 
monthly in staning pay, not 
counting fringe benefits. 

The Granite City board has 
offered $777. Local 743 seeks 
$944 in starting pay. 

St. Louis schools will pay 
starting teachers $800 monthly 
and East St. Louis schools, far 
in debt, reportedly will pay 
$833. In both cases, adverse 
safety and environmental con¬ 
ditions are believed to have 
prompted decisions to offer 
more money than districts 
who.se more pleasant conditions 
make it easier to attract facul¬ 
ty applicants. 

Rate Election Cited 
Some Granite City teachers 
cite local voters’ approval of a 
40-cent education fund tax rate 
Increase Dec. 7, 1968. as an in¬ 
dication that taxpayers want 
such added revenue to go to 
the teachers. 


A bit of ambivalence arises 
at this point. Teachers have ob¬ 
tained a pledge by the school 
board to reduce average class 
sixe as much as possible as a 
means of Increasing instruc¬ 
tional effectiveness. As the 
number of pupils per teacher 
declines, this expands the num¬ 
ber of teachers. 

At the same time, there is 
hesitancy among some teachers 
to "cut up the pie” into so 
many slices. They question the 
need for some of (he staff ex¬ 
pansions, pointing out that such 
growth consumes tax dollars 
that otherwise might go to 
them. 

New Schools to Be Built 

School district officials say 
that much of the 40-cent edu¬ 
cation rate boost was proposed- 
in awareness that new school 
buildings were being authorized 
in the same special election. 

When these structures are 
opened a year or two from 
now, there will be a big jump 
in the number of faculty mem¬ 
bers and in the size of the pay¬ 
roll. If it were all spent now. 
there vrould be none left to 
meet this increase, it is rea¬ 
soned. 

Some of the teachers reject 
budget balancing ideas, saying 
that schools legally can and 
morally ought to borrow, if 
necessary, to meet whatever

Public Review of Madison Issues 


Madison Federation of Teach¬ 
ers Local 763 remained unsuc¬ 
cessful in efforts to obtain a 
negotiated contract in a con- 
Irontaiion of parents and union 
teachers with the board of edu¬ 
cation Thursday night. 

Parents, followed later by the 
union's negotiating committee, 
converged upon the office of 
the board of education, where 
five board members and Supt. 
Raymond Dragich were con¬ 
ducting a closed personnel ses- 
sion. 

The move to the Fourth street 
office by the parenis followed 
I public meeting called by the 
union behind the Madison rec¬ 
reation center. More than 50 
parents and teachers were on 
iiand. 

Supt. Dragich and Chester 
McManaway, school board 
president, a.ssured the parents 
that "schools wdl be open as 
•cheduled,’’ 

McManaway told the parents 
who crowded into the board of¬ 
fice that the board is willing to 
meet with representatives of 
the union providing that repre- 
ventative.s of the Teachers 
Classroom Association, whose 
members no longer belong to 
the union, also take part in any 
bargaining. 

The board already has adopt¬ 
ed a salary schedule providing 
pay raises ranging from $67 to 
$122 per month. 

Parents Approve 

The offer received general 
approval on the part of some 
of the parents, especially when 
McManaway toid them that the 


issue could be settled in an 
hour. 

However, when the union 
committee arrived, Bernard 
Long, president of the local, 
told McManaway Chat the union 
Is the sole bargaining agent for 
all of the teachers and “we 
don’t Intend' to deal with any 
other group.” 

McManaway told the group 
that all Items in a contract 
were settled during negotia¬ 
tions last June, except for sal¬ 
ary provisions, pending results 
of .state aid action by the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. 

However, he said, during the 
latter part of June the board 
received a letter of mass res¬ 
ignations from Rex Carr, at¬ 
torney for the union. 

Carr was the union attorney 
.last year during a teacher 
strike which delayed opening 
of the schools for five weeks 
before a contract was settled. 

Critical ol Attorney 

McManaway said, "We have 
no intention of meeting or deal¬ 
ing with this man. Things were 
going smoothly until you 
brought this man back into the 
picture.” 

Charles Hampton, an East 
St. Louis school teacher resid¬ 
ing in North Venice, maintain¬ 
ed that the board was concern¬ 
ed about adverse publicity, 
"but we are not concern^ 
about this." 

McManaway retorted .that 
"we are concerned about ad¬ 
verse disruption which kept the 
children out of school last 
year” He criticized Carr (or 


disruptive objectives in keep¬ 
ing schools closed. 

Hampton said Carr does what 
members of the union want 
him to do. 

McManaway claimed that 
last year "the union turned ev¬ 
erything over to Rex Carr to 
do as he pleased, and you know 

Good Relationship 

The board president said 
that prior to last year the 
teacher union and board main¬ 
tained good relationships for 20 
years, but that the objectives 
of the union and of the board 
no longer are the same. 

McManaway maintained that 
the union was "starting the 
same thing all over again, 
threatening to close the 
school.s." He said that "if we 
have a disruption, we will use 
every legal means available to 
the board.” 

He pointed to the stale 
school code which the board 
must follow, and reminded pa¬ 
rents that the board is under 
direct orders set by the U.S. 
district court to operate the 
schools with racially balanced 
teaching staffs. 

Long and the union commit¬ 
tee asked that negotiations and 
a final contract settlement be¬ 
gin immediately, but without 
representatives of the other

Employment Up in July; to 
Go Higher in September 


Employment in the Quad-City 
area during July showed a sub¬ 
stantial gain over May work 
forces bin still was running be¬ 
hind the employment level of 
July 1968, a report by the Illi¬ 
nois State Employment Serv¬ 
ice showed today. 

The report, however, predicts 
further employment gains dur¬ 
ing September in plants manu¬ 
facturing durable goods, with 
minor cutbacks expected in 
most non-manufacturing bpera- 
ilons. 

Sixty-reporting businesses, 23 
of the manulacturing indus- 
fries, reported total employ¬ 
ment of 17,377 workers during 
j£ily, compared to 16,598 in 
May this year. The figure is 
down 376 below the total of 
17,753 workers employed in the 
same firms in July 1968, the 
report shows. 

The report projects an In¬ 
crease in the July work force 
to a total of 18.118 in Septem¬ 
ber. with all of the increase in 
the durable goods category of 
the manufacturing industries. 
Twenty-three manufacturers of 
both durable and non-durable 
goods reported employment of 
12.567 workers during July, up 
555 over the 12,012 work force 


in May. An employment in¬ 
crease to 13.394 during Septem¬ 
ber is projected In these 23 in¬ 
dustries. 

Increase in One Category 

All of this anticipated in¬ 
crease is slated in the 12 indus¬ 
tries producing durable goods. 
They reported 11,130 employees 
in July, up 536 over the 10,594 
employed in May. with an in¬ 
crease expected in September 
to a total employment of 11,952. 

The report shows total em¬ 
ployment of 4810 workers in 
area nonmanufacturing indus¬ 
tries in July, compared to 4586 
workers in May. A decrease of 
86 employees is projected in 
this.category for total employ¬ 
ment of 4724 next memth. 

Largest expected mduclion in 
workers in September is in em¬ 
ployment of federal workers. 
The report shows there were 
170S federal employees in July, 
up from 1603 in May, Projected 
employment of federal workers 
in September is set at 1600. 

The number of employees In 
retail trade activity was re¬ 
ported steady with little change. 
There were 604 retail trade em¬ 
ployees In 15 reporting busi¬ 
nesses during July, compared 
to 601 in May, with 607 pro¬ 
jected for September.

A. M. Wilson, 85, 
Former GC Supt. 

Of Schools, Dies 

AIvy M. Wilson. 85. ol 2320 
Stale street, former superinten¬ 
dent of the Granite City grade 
school system and later the 
local park district, died at 9:30 
a m. Friday at St. Elizabeth 
Hospital. He was admitted to 
the hospital June 27, after suf¬ 
fering a stroke. 

A teacher and principal in 
Che Granite City school system 
for 35 years, Mr. Wilson served 
as grade school superintendent 
from 1933 to 1943. During his 
teaching' years, he held the po- 
.sitions of principal at Webster 
and Central schools. 

He was appointed Granite 
City superintendent of parks on 
May 21, 1953, serving in that 
capacity until June 1956. 

A native of Brownsiown. 111., 
Mr. Wilson had resided here 
more than 60 years. He and 
his wife. Etta, who survives, 
observed their 61st wedding 
anniversary on May 17. The 
couple was married in Granite 
City on May 17. 1908. 

Mr. Wilson was active in 
numerous civic, service and 
fraternal organizations. He was 
a charter member of the Gran¬ 
ite City Optimist Club, in 
which he also served as secre¬ 
tary and treasurer; past 
worthy master of Granite City 
Masonic Lodge 877. named to 
that post in 1928: and past 
president of the Masonic 
Temple board of directors. 

A 50-year member of the Ma¬ 
sonic Lodge, Mr. Wilson also 
held membership in Che Scot¬ 
tish Rite Bodies: Ainad Shrine 
of East St. Louis and Gabriel 
Shrine 78. White Shrine of 
Jerusalem. He was a past 
worthy patron of Granite Chap¬ 
ter 650, Order of the Eastern 
Star. 

For many years he was ac¬ 
tive in Boy Scout work and 
held posts ranging from scout¬ 
master of a local troop to com¬ 
mittee chairmanships with the 
Cahokia Mounds Boy Scout 
Council and the Uniwah Dis¬ 
trict. He was a. member of 
Niedringhaus United Methodist 
Church. 

Mr. Wilson often recalled 
that in hia early days of teach¬ 
ing to supplement his income 
he worked a magazine distribu¬ 
torship route, making - his de- 
liverle.s by bicycle. 

Beside his wife, Mr. Wilson 
is survived by one daughter, 
Mrs. Vivian Parker of Hous¬ 
ton. Tex.: three sons, Charles 
Wilson of Kenilworth, III. How. 
ard Wilson of Pacific Pali¬ 
sades. Calif., and Thomas Wil¬ 
son of Big Delta, Alaska; two 
brothers, Elmer Wilson of Elm¬ 
wood, HI., and James Wilson 
of Tucson, Ariz.; 14 grandchil¬ 
dren and 12 great-grandchil-

Amphitheater Out 
Of Budget; River 
Festival Pending 

A reduction of $3,868,000 in 
Southern Illinois University's 
capital funds budget request for 
1970-71 was voted Friday by the 
board of trustees. Reviewing its 
action taken in July to meet Ihe 
budget submission deadline, the 
board decided to remove all 
items dealing with a proposed 
Amphitheater for the Perform¬ 
ing Arts at the SlU-SW. 

The original amphitheater re¬ 
quest had called for $506,000 for 
site preparation, $168,000 for 
planning and $3,000,000 for con¬ 
struction. 

At the suggestion of Trustee 
Martin Van Brown, the board 
voted to give a higher priority 
to construction of a golf course 
at the CarbtBtdale campus, and 
instructed Chancellor R obe p t 
MacVicar to speed employment 
of a golf course architect. 

$24 Million for Campus 

At the conclusion of its review 
of capital funds requests, the 
totals were $32,075,801 for the 
Carbondale campus; $24,042,809 
for SIU-SW: $9,032,600 for the 
Vocational - Technical Institute; 
and $3,703,000 for the proposed 
medical center at Springfield, a 
total of $68,854,210. 

President Delyte Morris said 
the amphitheater had a low pri¬ 
ority in SIU's budget requests to 
the Illinois Board of Higher Ed¬ 
ucation, and that the university 
never had hope of getting funds 
for it in the near future. 

He said after the meeting that 
the “present Mississiopi River 
Festival site has worked so well 
that, If we have some good 
weather, it will continue to work 


The board took no action on 
whether to continue the River 
Festival, a series of summer 
concerts featuring popular mu¬ 
sic performers and the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra. 

A large tent was erected for 
the initial festival season in 1969 
in an area also used for com¬ 
mencement exercises, ft is slt- 
(Cominued on page 18, col.

Sanitary Wafer Board 
Orders Levee Board to 
Repair 3 Sewer Lines 

The East Side Levee add 
Sanitary district has been di¬ 
rected by state officials to 
make immediate repairs in 
three major sewer breaks. 

It is considering the possi¬ 
bility of a general obligation 
bond issue—without referendum 
—to finance the work. It was 
learned by the Press-Record 
today. 

The state order, some levee 
district officials say, has con¬ 
fronted the district with the 
most serious financial crisis of 
its long history of money 
troubles, resulting in part from 
heavy emergency expenses for 
flood-fighting operations during 
July which completely depleted 
all available funds. 

The state directive was le- 
sued by the Illinoia State Sani¬ 
tary Water Board. 

It orders the levee district to 
make permanent repairs im¬ 
mediately on three large sewer 
breaks—two of them In sani¬ 
tary sewer lines in Cahokia and 
Centreville and one in the Mad¬ 
ison stormwater outlet near the 
Madison pumping station. 

While no definite cost figures 
are yet available, engineers es¬ 
timate the repair work will run 
close to $I million and could 
exceed that figure, depending 
on the extent of the breaks, 
which can be determined only 
after excavation of the lines Is 
made.

Snail's Pace 
Courts May 

Increased efforts to speed up 
the judicial processes in Madi¬ 
son county circuit court in con¬ 
nection with prosecution of 
criminal cases will be made.

Founders of Socialism Recalled 


‘•Beatrice Webb, A Life,” by 
Kitty Mi^geridge and Ruth 
Adam, hfew York, Alfred A. 
Knopf. 278 pages. $6.85,

This urbane biography of Be¬ 
atrice Webb, distaff member of 
the famed Fabian team, 
achieve.s the improbable mar¬ 
riage of objectivity and sympa¬ 
thetic treatment of the subject. 

It blows away much of the 
fog obscuring the origins of Fa¬ 
bian socialism, and the welfare 
state. 

It explores the forces that 
molded Aunt Bo (as Beatrice 
was known to her nephews and 
nices) and, perhaps, more im¬ 
portant for most of us, the forc¬ 
es molded by her. 

For those who sneer at social¬ 
ism. it may be useful to recall 
that our cradle-to-the-grave So¬ 
cial Security, medicare, and 
other welfare services had their 
conception, gestation and deliv¬ 
ery in the Fabian matrix. The 
Webbs were both parents and 
midwife to this pragmatic Wal¬ 
den II. 

Just how Beatrice, daughter 
of rail tycoon Richard Potter 
iid favorite of the transatlantic 
Pullman car set (the jet set of 
the Victorian era), came to de¬ 
fect from her caste to marry a 
grubby little socialist, Sidney 
Webb, provides the frame for 
fhe early part of the narrative. 

Peeks into Aunt Bo’s diaries 
provide us with insights into the 
private lives of such Victorian 
luminaries as Herbert Spencer, 
George Bernard Shaw and one¬ 
time suitor Joseph Chamberiain. 

We are present at the birth of 
the London School for Econom¬ 
ics and the founding of the 
spokesman for Fabian doctrine. 
The New State.sman (now New 
Statesman and Nation). 


Wc see George Bernard Shaw 
propagandizing the socialist 
Ideal in Major Barbara and 
lampooning some of these same 
ideas in lines fed to the father 
of Eliza Doolittle in Pygmalion 
("My Fair Lady”). 

This highly readable and en¬ 
tertaining account of one of the 
major devolpments of modem 
times i.s supported by an index, 
a bibliography, and with an ex¬ 
cellent collection of photo¬ 
graphs. 

Here is proof that scholarly 
accuracy and dullness are not 
necessarily synonymous, 

Niece Kitty Muggeridge leans 
most heavily on her Aunt Bo's 
diaries for the interpretive com¬ 
ment which forms the skeleton 
of the narrative. 

Hence, die book is an e.spe- 
cially valuable source, docu¬ 
menting the slide of the United 
Kingdom from tum-of-the-cen- 
tury imperial capitalism and 
control to a semi-socialist sanc¬ 
tuary of egalitarian pat’ernal- 

Diligent research and careful 
organization of material, pre¬ 
sented in a literate style, bring 
the Fabian dream into focus. 

The book follows the thread of 
Fabian deviousness as they slyly 
insinuated their ideas into the 
power system, and watered and 
fertilized them carefully, until 
these new concepts Cook root in 
the working electorate and were 
reflected at the polls. 

When the Tories finally gave 
in Co tihis demand for power, 
with the vein hope that respon¬ 
sibility for positive action would 
destroy the socialist fantasy, 
one can fairly hear the soft 
swish of the knife as Sidney 
Webb and his cohorts adminis¬ 
ter the "death of a thousand 
cuts” to the Establishment.

Food, Drug Sales Tax Waiver Could ‘Sell’ 
Public on Income Tax, New Constitution 

Despite hearing boos from stale fair 
rrowds. Governor Ogilvie still sees the lllinoi.s 
income tax as a necessary and constructive step 
that eventually will receive popular support. 
Some of the reasons why he thinks so were dis¬ 
closed in his "Governor's Day” talk. 

He is convinced it "will become more im¬ 
portant in relieving the local tax pressures on 
homes and factories. It can help close the great 
gaps in revenue for our schools —~ gaps which 
, exist too often by accidents of geography from 
one district to another." 

To the extent that inequities exist between 
the ability of various communities to provide es¬ 
sential services, the concept of increased slabe 
revenue, with part returned to the communities, 
can result in greater local-level governmental 
stability and effectiveness. 

The elimination of'fbersonal propwty taxes 
on one auto and one household of furniture per 
family has partly offset the rise in other taxes, 
and the governor says he "will strongly urge the 
constitutional convention delegates, as a first 
priority, to lift the sales tax on food and other 
necessities of life, such-as medicine and drugs." 

This step could not only provide tax relief 
but also bolster the prospects of a new stale 
constitution being approved by voters. The past 
difficulty in securing public ratification of a new 
constitution shows that some kind of "sweet-, 
ener" is essential if there is to be much'chance 
of passage. Total elimination of the personal 
property tax also may be proposed by the dele¬ 
gates. 

An as yet unsolved aspect of the pro¬ 
posed sales tax waiver is how to define what 
is taxable at checkout counters without creating 
long delays or causing costly expansion of store 
staffs. 

Voters are likely to he receptive to three 
other statements as welt: 

I. "With a base of solvency, we can work 
together harder than ever for tax fairness and 


2. "More tAan three-quarters of the higher 
state taxes which grim necessity forced upon us 
are going home where they belong. It s your 
money and it’s you back home who arc going 
to get it — through your schools, your roads. 

, your city and county governments, your colleges 
and your needy and disabled. 

3. "This money that comes from you in 
your local districts will be spent on you — not 
on an overgrown hierarchy of bureaucracy at 
the stale capitol." 

Bearing out the latter comment. 2200 of 
the 33.000 agency jobs under his administrative 
control have been eliminated — the first such 
decrease in 1 2 years. 

A sharply different picture of his steward¬ 
ship was given by top Democratic officials at 
the fan the following day. but the relorm that 
he has outlined is major in nature and could 
have a conuderable impact on governmental 

financing throughout Illinois in the 1970a. 

The real test will be whether true reform 
can be achieved, not merely a shifting of the 
burden from one taxpayer to another. How 
much efficiency can be attained in state services 
will help provide the answer. 


At Least We Are Not an Easy ‘Getaway’ City 

It may be the "year of the horse” or "year 
of the rooster" elsewhere In the world, but for 
Granite Cityans 1969 has become the "year of 
the excavation." 

With drainage installations, street v/ork, 
sewer repairs, utility extensions and other con¬ 
struction projects, we have surpassed any previ¬ 
ous year in the extent of concrete, asphalt and 
lawn trenches and pits. 

Travel habits have had to change, and 
many families have had to endure long periods 
of inconvenience. 

If there is any consolation, it is that 1970 
may be better. And at least we have a reduced 
robbery threat this year. Who would be dumb 
enough to attempt a fast getaway? 

Fewer County School Officials in Future 

Among the newly-signed Illinois laws is 
one which will reduce the number of county 
school superintendents—a move long overdue 
because there are many small counties in which 
tjiere was little work for such a school official 

The governing layer between the state and 
the local districts will be retained, but consolida¬ 
tions will create larger educational service re¬ 
gions for a single county-type superintendent to 
administer. 

A county with less than 16,000 population 
will not have to consolidate until the summer 
of 1973 and a county of 33,000 people could 
wait until August 1977. However, mergers can 
take place earlier on & voluntary basis. 

Expenses are to be allocated among par¬ 
ticipating counties on the basis of equalized as¬ 
sessments. Election procedures have been out¬ 
lined and the pay range boosted from $10,GOO¬ 
SES.000 to $I5,500.$29.500 to take into ac¬ 
count the added responsibilities. 

The law should result in greater economy 
and improved procedures in a substantial part 
of the state, which will be helpful to all llli-

$50,000 Grant 
For Crime Study 
Center atSIU-SW 

The Center for the Study of 
Crime, Delinquency and Cor¬ 
rections at Southern Illinois 
University-Southwestern cam¬ 
pus has been awarded a $50,000 
grant to develop educational 
programs for institutionalized 
children, according to Robert 
S. Giliand, director of the Cen- 

The Center, which has pio¬ 
neered programs in many 
areas of juvenile corrections, 
has been granted the award by 
the Office of Education. The 
new project is funded through , 
next February. 

The project, called “Nation¬ 
wide Educational Programs 
lor Institutionalized Children 
(NEPIC),” will have as its 
goal the "upgrading ol educa- 
lion in juWnile correctional in¬ 
stitutions,” James A. Jacob¬ 
son, staff member in charge of ■ 
the program, said. 

According to Jacobson, “most 
institutionalized children are 
behind in their education or 
have been dropouts, and ;lo not 
readily adapt to traditional ed¬ 
ucational approaches in these 
institutions." The long-range : 
goal of NEPIC, he said, is to 
develop a special educational 
program which will get away ' 
from traditional custodial meth¬ 
ods, and toward more rehabili¬ 
tative directions. ‘ 

The first lour months and '

tual planning phase of the pro}- ' 
ect. During this time, the staff ] 
from SfU-SW will conduct setn- ' 
mars with officials of correc- ‘ 
tional institutions, school ad¬ 
ministrators. and business 
groups. After the initial plan- ■ 
iiing. stage, a pilot program 
will be implemented and run 
February of next year, * 

At that time, after expected 
positive results, three regional [ 
centers to provide resources ' 
and technical assistance will be !
